Any attempt of the Imporiiil 
Government to dictate terms would be 
resented by the Dominion.

Her answer was frank — - 
"that she had driven over tho man as 
he had stopped in the way and would 
not stir;" and, subsequently, before 
the magistrate, slio put in the addi- 
tional plea that "he was an old follow 
that should not bo allowed out iu the 
streets." This, the magistrate, with 
praiseworthy decision, said, "was no 
reason .why ^he' should driye 'pyj^rhim. ' 
Beaton on the point of age, Mrs. Gav- 
in tried another plea, by asking, "And 
if bo was (loaf, what could T do ?"
